Food Booth Construction

1. Booth must be entirely set up, with all equipment and washing facilities in place, prior to any food handling activities.........................

2. Booth must be entirely enclosed with four complete sides, a ceiling and a floor.
a) Floor must be smooth and cleanable. Non-absorbent plywood or presswood, or smooth plastic is acceptable............cccerereerienncee
b) Walls and ceiling shall be constructed of wood, canvas, plastic or similar material, and fine mesh fly screening............cccccecueuennee.
¢) Doors shall be equipped with tight-fitting closures to minimize entrance of INSECES.........cccererierrerierereerieneeieniene

3. Food operations with adjoining BBQ facilities shall have a pass-through window or door at the rear/side of the booth.... .

Food Preparation
